The general election in Alabama 
Tuesday resulted in the election of 
the first Republican governor in over 
100 years. Guy Hunt defeated 
Democrat Bill Baxley by an 
impressive margin. Along the way 
he carried Baxley’s home county of 
Houston as well as Coffee County. 

Jim Folsom Jr. did as expected 
and won his race for lieutenant 
governor. This race was clear from. 
early on, with Folsom never trailing 
in the polls. There was special 
interest in this race locally because 
of Folsom’s close ties with Coffee 
County people and his many 
relatives here. 

The race for U.S. Senator was, 
and still may be, a cliff hanger. 
Apparently Richard Shelby has 
unseated the Republican incumbent, 
Jeremiah Denton, by a very slim 
margin. Denton has had the benefit 
of three visits to the state by 
President Reagan, and the backlash 
against the Democratic: Party; but it 
wasn't enough to beat off the former 
U.S. Representative from Tusca- 
loosa. 

Denton was never able to shake 
his image of not visiting the 
grassroots areas, being inaccessible, 
and voting to cut Social Security. 
Shelby too has ties in this area, with 
his wife growing up in Kinston, and 
her parents being well-respected 
educators in the area, as well as 
having other realtives in the Elba 
area, 


There was no race between 
Republican U.S. Congressman Bill 
Dickinson and his Democratic 


Opponent Mercer Stone. Dickinson 
won by about a two-to-one margin. 
He first won election in the 
Goldwater sweet of 1964 and has 
returned to office every two years 
since, sometimes with __ little 
opposition, as this year, and at other 
times after a hard-fought campaign. 

The yote on the tobacco tax was 
fairly close with only a few hundred 
votes separating the winning ‘‘yes"’ 
yotes from the ‘'no"’ votes. The 
money from this tax, when actually 
imposed, will be divided equally 
among the volunteer fire depart- 
ments within the county. No official 
figures were available at presstime. 

Glen Browder won his race for 


Secretary of State against a 
Republican challenger, Jim 
Whatley. The same for Charles 


Martin in his race to replace Jim 
Folsom Jr. on the Public Service 
Commission. He was opposed by 
Republican James Bacon. Former 
University of Alabama quarterback 
Steadman Shealy Jr. won a seat on 
the State Board of Education by 
defeating Republican Bill Lupinacci 
to represent the Second District.

1985-86 financial statement

The Coffee County Commission 
held a special budget hearing on 
Thursday, Oct, 30, at the courthouse 
in Elba and verbally agreed to give 
all county employees a raise in pay 
effective Jan, 1, 1987. 

The commission failed to grant 
any raises when it adopted its annual 
budget in late September due to a 
lack of funds; however, the 
commission recently learned it would 
receive approximately $69,000 more 
in advalorem tax revenue than 


of work by many people and we all 
hope it lives up to the expectations 
we have."'

year when local legislators Sen.

‘The expected revenue of almost 
$125,000 from the state will also 
allow us to do much needed renova- 
tions to the farm center arena,"’ 
added Bryan, ‘‘The arena is a 
beautiful building with unlimited 
potential, but as it is now it can't be 
used because of poor acoustics and a 
lack of adequate heating and cooling. 
If enough funds are left over when 
the new building is completed, we 
hope to make the arena a suitable 
place to hold not only farm shows but 
concerts and other worthwhile forms 
of entertainment. The farm center 
arena needs to be used, and hope- 
fully in years to come it will be." 

Planned renovations to the arena 
include new seating, a _ public 
address system, heating and cooling 
system and much-improved 
acoustical settings. 

All work on the new multi- 
purpose building is being done by 
county maintenance engineer John 
Flowers and inmate labor from the 
county jail, as well as equipment 
operators from the county highway 
department.

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Consistency is the key to effective 
discipline. The ground rules must be 
laid and the child must understand 
that misbehavior will not be 
rewarded. Temper tantrums are a 
good example. Often, it is easier to 
“give in’’ to the temper tantrum 
rather than respond to it by refusing 
to reward for the misbehavior by 
agreeing to their demand. Consider 
the animal kingdom. The parent 
does not reward misbehavior by 
giving in, but over and over, they 
correct the young ones. This is 
consistency. A noted psychologist 
siad that children do not do what 
does not work. When children learn 
that misbehavior does not work, the 
behavior changes. 

Parents should set the ex- 
ample of discipline for their children 
through self-discipline of them- 
selves, If you expect your children to 
pick up their clothes, pick up your 
own. If you expect your children to 
be polite, use ‘‘Please’’ and ‘‘Thank 
you"’ when talking with them and 
other people. Children learn from 
example. 

Next week we will look at some 
effective ways of discipline.

Discipline comes from the word 
‘disciple’ which means a learner. 
The parent is the teacher and trainer 
and the child learns. Discipline is 
important because it is the key to the 
way your child will behave, The way 
discipline is handled in your family 
Will shape the kind of adult your 
child will be. Discipline helps your 
child develop responsibility and set 
patterns for seif-discipline. 
Discipline is an act of love and 
patience while punishment is done at 
random and is hurtful. 

Children need attention and will 
get your attention even if it means 
misbehaving. Often parents are ‘‘too 
busy” to bother with discipline. The 
good behavior of a child often goes 
unnoticed. This is often why children 
misbehave; it's the only way to call 
attention to themselves. Parents 
frequently remember the  mis- 
behavior. Consider taking the time 


.for one week to jot down the good 


behavior of your child. Reward the 
child with praise for the good 
behavior. This gives the child a 
feeling of self-worth and_ builds 
self-esteem. When children feel 
good about themselves, they are 
happier people, Giving praise en- 
courages future good behavior. 
Apply this principle as you

There is also a saying that goes like 
this: ‘‘Hindsight is better than 
foresight.’’ 

How true it is! If you had been 
the coach on the field when the 
pressures were mounting and the 
clock wagticking away, your decision 
may not have come as easily as it did 
sitting at home in your easy chair 
feeling no pressure. 

How about the TV game show? 
Sometimes it may seem easy for you 
to. answer the questions asked. But if 
you were there in the studio; if the 
pressure of winning was on you; if 
you were before the cameras, and if 
you knew you were being watched by 
millions of viewers, the answers may 
not have come so easily! 

The same situation applies to 
your spiritual life. Many people 
want to. condemn their fellowman for 
his actions, yet they do not really 
know what made him or her act or 
react the way they did. You see, if 
you were in their shoes, if you were 
under the same pressures they are 
facing, and if you had the same home 
situation they have, you might 
understand their actions a little 
better 

In Job Chapter 16 and verses 4 
and 5 we hear Job speaking out to 
those who have been troublesome to 
him during his time of trial and 
testing. He says, ‘But perhaps I'd 
sermonize the same as you - if you 
were I and I were you. I would spout 
off my criticisms against you and 
shake my head at you. But no! 
1 would speak in such a way that it 
would help you. I would try to take 
away your grief.’’ (Paraphrased) 

Friend, the next time someone 
acts or reacts in a manner you do not 
think is right; or someone speaks 


short to you -- pray for them and be 
kind to them. You see, you may not

In our religious worla, there is perhaps no subject more 
disputed than baptism. Many churches make baptism a requirement 
for admission to that church, while at the same time saying that 
baptism is uni: portant. Note what the scriptures say concerning the 


purposes of ba ‘tism. 


esus told | \s disciples, ‘‘Go ye into all the world, and preach the 


gospel to ever_ creature. 


He that believeth and is baptized shall be 
saved; but | : that believeth not shall be damned’”’ ( 


ark 16:15-16). 


Jesus stated that the purpose of baptism is to save the believer. 
After Peter and the apostles preached to the multitudes on the day 
of Pentecost, ‘‘They were pricked in their heart, and said unto Peter 
and to the rest of the apostles, Men and brethren, what shall we do? 
Then Peter said unto them, ‘‘Repent, and be baptized every one of you 
in the name of Jesus Christ for the remission of sins, and ye shall 


receive the gift of the Holy Ghost'’ (Acts 2:26-38). Peter's res 


se to 


the multitude was to repent and be baptized ‘‘for the remission of 


sins."’ Baptism brings ‘‘remission of sins,’’ the fi 


veness of sins. 


Ananias was commissioned by God to go to the repentant Saul of 
Tarsus. He said to Saul, ‘‘And now why tarries thou? arise and be 
baptized, and wash away thy sins, calling on the name of the Lord"’ 
(Acts 22:16). Saul was told to be baptized to wash away his sins, 

Paul wrote in Gal. 3:26-27, ‘‘For ye are all the children of God by 
faith in Christ Jesus. For as many of you as have been baptized into 
Christ have put on Christ.'’ He reminded the Galatian Christians that 
in their baptism they had ‘‘put on Christ."’ This passage, and Rom. 
6:3-4 are the only passages in the Bible which tell how to get into 
Christ. Paul wrote in Rom. 6:3-4, ‘‘Know ye not that so many of us as 
were baptized into Jesus Christ were baptized into his death?

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Judge Gary McAliley Speaks To 


Mrs. Bryan's Business Law Class 


By: Sharon Pope and Cheryl Faison 

Because the average citizen does 
not have an indepth knowledge of 
how our court system works, Mrs. 
Bryan's Business Law Class has 
been studying law enforcement and 
the court system. The study was 
reinforced by a visit from District 
Judge Gary McAliley who discussed 
the courts in Coffee County. 

He discussed the district and 
circuit courts in Coffee County. He 
explained that the district court is 
divided into five separate courts - 
criminal, civil, small claims, juvenile 
and divorce. He also said that the 
circuit court has criminal, civil and 
divorce courts. These courts were 
created by the legislature to take 
some of the load off the district 
courts, 

Since this change, the circuit 
court can hear more cases on divorce 
and small claims, which once took up 
the time of the district courts instead 
of more serious crimes. Because 
Coffee and Dale Counties have the 
highest rate in Alabama, most circuit 
courts are involved with divorce 
cases. 

He went on to explain the two 


types of crimes felonies and 
midsdemeanors. Felonies are 
crimes punishable by more than one 
year, and misdemeanors are lesser 
crimes and are punishable by 
serving time in a county or city jail. 

Judge McAliley also discussed 
the disadvantages of the court 
system. One is that 99 percent of all 
cases are tried with a jury, and 
another is that the average county 
gets eight weeks of criminal jury 
trials, and only two cases can be 
tried in a week; therefore only 16 
cases can be tried by a jury in the 
course of a year. 

Students were given the oppor- 
tunity to ask Judge McAliley 
questions. The law students were 
concerned with when a law enforce- 
ment officer may stop and search a 
vehicle, and to what extent it may be 
legally searched. 

Judge McAliley was also asked 
his opinion about juveniles on death 
row. He said that if a juvenile 
between the ages of 14 and 16 can be 
proved to have a criminal mind and 
perform a crime that he knows is 
wrong, he should be put to death.

Abstinence is the voluntary and complete non-use of all forms of alcoholic 
beverages. While preparing a poster for the contest, participants should 
consider what abstinence is, why people decide to be non-drinkers, and the 
value and benefits of not drinking, as well as why people drink. They should 
also think about their own attitudes toward the practice of not drinking, and 
the people, influences and experiences that have affected their attitudes and 
practices. . ; 

Any student who is regularly enrolled in and attending a public, private or 
church-related school and in grades 8 - 12 during the 1986-87 school year is 
eligible to enter the contest. The poster entered in the contest is to be the 
work of the student submitting it and on white 8’ x 11 or 11 x 17 paper. The 
entry should include a complete official entry form, signed by a Preferred 
Risk policyholder; a poster; and a complete original 2-page summary of the 
poster, and mailed to: Abstinence Poster Contest, Preferred Risk Insurance 
Company, 111 Ashworth Road, West Des Moines, lowa 50265-3538.

Well, here we are again! Not 
only has another week gone by, but 
ilso a whole month has passed! And 
$0 quickly at that 

For a few interesting facts about 
the month of November:

She, like lots of other folks )My name 
unmentioned), loves to talk and 
enjoys a good conversation. She is 
unable to hear without her hearing 

aid, but she turned it up and we got 
along just fine, and had a nice visit. 

Although Miss Teresa has lots of 
aunts and uncles on both sides of her 
family, she has only one_half- 
brother - Guy Brunson, who resides 
in New Brockton. He was married to 
Mary Hardwick, who is now de- 
ceased. They had five daughters: 
Madeline, Linda, Rebecca, Edwina 
and Iris, 


Mr. Guy is an antique dealer 
collector, 

Miss Teresa had one sister who 
died as an infant. 

Aunts and uncles on her mother’s 
side, all of whom are deceased, are: 

Bessie, who was married to 
George Blair, and they were 
residents of Florala; Miss Lou, who 
remained unmarried, and resided in 
Florala; Mamie, who was married to 
Tom Yarborough, and they made 
their home in Florala; Abby, a 
brother who never married; Guy; 
Jimmy; twins Alto and Alton 
Alton died at age 9 months; Bill; 
Ralph, who died at the age of 16; 
and Dan. 

Her father’s siblings, all of whom 
are deceased, are 

Arthur Clair, who was married to 
the former Victoria Dubose, and 
upon her death from typhoid fever 
later married the former Velma 
Rowe, and he lived in Elba;

“She can bring you up-to-date on 
international affairs and overn- 
ment, She tells me things f don't 
even know; she is very well-informed 
and reads a_ lot, especially 
newspapers and magazines. She 
takes two newspapers and has 
subscriptions to numerous 
magazines 

“She watches television a lot and 
loves to watch the early news on 
television."’ 

When we dropped in for a visit, 
however, she was ‘‘junking,”’

watching one of my soaps, as it was 
not time for the news yet! She wants 
to be informed -- she loves to talk on 
the telephone. 

Teresa had to wear braces as a 
child. Her grandmother Hammond 
and Aunt Lou took up so much time 
with her when she was little, teach- 
ing her to read and write, working 
with her and teaching her at home. 

‘She loved her mother’s family 
dearly; they were all so good to her. 
She was just a pet to them all, and 
had plenty of attention. Aunt Lena 


was a wonderful person -- I really 
loved her. 

“She loves the holidays, 
especially Christmas, Easter, 


Halloween and Valentine’s Day; and 
she loves animals, especially cats. 

‘Teresa loves to go places, 
travel; and on several occasions, she, 
my mother and I went on short trips, 
among them Birmingham and 
Leeds, where we visited a cousin, 
Lamar Brunson, who took us to his 
cabin on a lake. 

“Another time we went to 
Talladega and just saw _ the 
countryside, Enroute there, we 
visited Mrs. Bolling (Mae) Cooper in 
Columbiana. We visited Tuscaloosa 
and Moundville and toured the 
mounds because Teresa loves 
history We had talked about 
visiting Disney World, but just never 
got around to it.. We've visited the 
malls in Montgomery many times. 

_ “She's a very friendly person and 
is concerned about people."’ 

When we read to Miss Teresa 
what Margaret had said, about being 
her Aunt Lou's ‘‘pet,’’ she laughed 
delightedly and agreed that she was, 
adding, ‘'Lou cooked for everybody 

- she was a good cook!'’ This was 
spoken with great enthusiasm. 

Miss Teresa is a member of the 
Elba First Baptist Church. 

She told us, ‘'I like the color red, 
but I like lots of colors.’’ Regarding 
her favorite flower, she said, ‘‘Well, 
I just like any of them -- roses, red 
and yellow 4 o'clocks - I remember 
playing with them in my grand- 
mother's yard." 

She agreed with what ‘'Marg’’ 
(her name for Margaret) had 
provisdsly told us, that ‘'I do love the 
Olidays Christmas, Valentine's, 


Easter and Halloween,."’ And about 
her favorite season, she replied, ‘'I 
like it when it's just mild weather - 
not too. hot and not too cold."’

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Lawsuit challenges wet-dry election results 


A lawsuit was tiled late Monday 
afternoon challenging the reported 
results of the recent wet-dry election 
in Elba, The suit, filed by Attorney 
Bill Stokes, charges malconduct, 
illegal votes, rejection of legal votes 
and intimidation of electors. 


The official vote canvas of the 
election as certified by the city 
council showed the voters preferred 


to remain without the legal sale of 


alcoholic beverages within the city 


limits of Elba. The vote was 608 NO 
to the legal sale, and 572 YES to the 


legal sale. 


Stokes filed the suit on behalf of 
Pete Daugherty, Pat Daugherty, 
Regina Rushing and Tonya 
Chandler. Defendants in the case 
are the City of Elba, Mayor Bob 


English, Council members John W 
Sharpless, Jack Prescott, Malcolm 
Davis, Frances Williams, Gladys 
Yelverton and City Clerk Dud 
English.

Crittenden takes office as first

The Coffee Commission met in 
regular session on Monday, Noy. 10 
at the courthouse in Enterprise and 
took on a new look as newly-elected 
commissioner Damascus Crittenden 
joined the group after being sworn in 
by Probate Judge Marion Brunson. 

The swearing-in ceremonies took 
place prior to the meeting as 
Crittenden, flanked by family and 
friends, took the oath of office and 
then took his place with the 
commission as its first black 
member. 

Judge Brunson explained after 
the swearing-in that he would 
remain as chairman of the 
commission until the new 
commission takes office in 1989, but 
that with the addition of Crittenden 
to the commission he would no 
longer have a vote. 

After the routine approval of the 
minutes, the first order of business 
was to open bids on fencing material 
to be used by the engineering 
department to replace fences 
damaged by county work crews.

Ronnie Kelley, president of the 
Coffee County Firefighters Associa- 
tion, spoke on behalf of the 
association and asked the 
commission to impose the tobacco 
tax as approved by the people at the 
recent election, Kelley reported the 
association would employ a certified 
public accountant to keep the 
group’s records and disburse the tax 
money, and added that the associa- 
tion would present an annual report 
to the commission on how the funds 
were used, 

The commission voted to seek 
implementation of the tax as soon as 
possible and instructed the county 
attorney to prepare the necessary 
paperwork, 

In other action at Monday's 
meeting, the commission: 

***was told it was illegal to grant a 
sales tax exemption to contractors 
that had projects underway at the 
time of the adoption of the new 


countywide 1-cent sales tax; 

***held a public hearing on the 
application of a Community Block 
Grant for a total of $500,000 to be 
used to expand and connect rural 
water lines; ‘ 
***approved a change in the opera- 
tion of the landfill to keep the landfill 
open from 7 a.m, until 4:30 p.m, 
during weekdays and to close it on 
weekends; 

***was told the four new motor 
graders would arrive this week to 
replace the defective ones purchased 
previously; 

***commended the county engineer 
for staying within his budget for the 
past year and having funds 
remaining; 

***appointed Mrs. Leland Weeks to 
fill the unexpired term of Myrna 
Rhoades on the Coffee County 
Human Resource Board; 

***and heard Comm. Sid Averett 
state that when the county began 
receiving its share of the sales tax he 
would make a motion to earmark a 
portion of the funds to go to the 
county health department . 
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
